Report on Swaps 


For Santa Anita Park’s public-relations 
department Rex C. Ellsworth last week 


prepared a statement on the condition of | 
Swaps, which was paraded after the fourth | § 


race Saturday. March 2: 

“Right now this horse is doing as well 
as he could be expected to do—in fact, a 
bit better. Don’t forget he went through 
a long. painful and almost fatal siege. 

“At present his weight is not far from 
normal. The left hip has not. of course, 
filled in entirely. He hung so long in the 
sling that all the muscles on his left hind 
side simply shrunk away to nothing. They 
are now coming back rapidly, though the 
left hip is not yet quite as high as the 
right one. 

“The lower left leg is still enlarged. 
The calcium formed by the break has not 
entirely dissolved, but it will in time, and 
then the leg will go down to normal and 
look the same as the right one. 

“He is still in the process of growing a 
new left hoof. While the cast was on, the 
hoof could not expand and grow normally, 
and it simply pushed itself up into the 
coronet, causing severe inflamation there. 
It also contracted around the bottom. 

“However, the hoof, like the lower leg 
and the hip, will come back to normal 
in time. I sincerely believe that the 
people of California, whose admiration 
and support of our horse have been so 
gratifying, will be pleased with his appear- 
ance when they see him in the flesh this 
Saturday.”

2-Horse Flamingo 


Miami. As Flamingo Day approached 
at Hialeah Park, the 5 trainers shooting 
for the big end of the $100,000-added 
stakes were bard to pin down. They were 
willing enough to talk. all right, but only 
one was so bold as to predict victory. 

It was conceded by most that it would 
be a 2-horse race—as in the Everglades 
Stakes 2 weeks previously—between 
Calumet Farm’s Gen. Duke and Wheatley 
Stable’s Bold Ruler. Gen. Duke had 
gotten up in the final stride to win by a 
head that day. but he had carried only 
114 pounds to Bold Ruler’s 126. In the 
Flamingo each runner would carry 122. 

Jimmy Jones. Calumet trainer, had been 
winning nearly everything in sight at 
Hialeah for 3 weeks—the Columbiana and 
Black Helen Handicaps with Amoret. the 
Everglades with Gen. Duke, and_ the 
Widener Handicap with Bardstown. Did 
he think Gen. Duke could take 12 more 
pounds and again beat Bold Ruler? 

“Naturally. we’re concerned about the 
switch.” Jones said. “Itll be a different 
thing entirely in the Flamingo. If weight 
is the difference in horse races it stands 
to reason Bold Ruler will beat us. It 
remains to be seen if my horse can improve 
enough to overcome 12 pounds. 

“I like to think Gen. Duke is an im- 
proving colt. but you have to assume Bold 
Ruler is improving too. We've got a 
helluva job in front of us. 

“Bold Ruler is one of the very good 
ones. As a prospect, he’s the best: I’ve 
seen since Citation. He scares me when 
I see him work. . . . He scares me when 
I see him run.” Jimmy grinned. “He 
just plain scares me, that’s all.” 

What about Iron Liege. which would run 
with Gen. Duke as the Calumet entry? 

“T hope he'll run good.” Jimmy said. “I 
think hell do better than in the Ever- 
glades.” (Iron Liege had finished 6 
lengths behind the top pair.) 

Woody Stephens. who would saddle John 
A. Morris’ Missile and Cain Hoy Stable’s 
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One-Eyed King in 
moderately hopeful. 

“T’ve kind of taken it easy on Missile. 
bringing him up to this race.” he said. 
“T tried to win the Hibiscus with him and 
just missed; he ran real well against Gen. 
Duke and Iron Liege in the allowance race 
3 weeks ago. He’s coming into the 
Flamingo a seasoned horse. He’s working 
real well. he cught to run well.” 

Was One-Eyed King ready for the tough 
competition be would face in the Flam- 
ingo? 

“Well, he’s strictly an improving horse,” 
Woody said. “He’s only had 7 races, don’t 


the Flamingo, was 


forget. He’s been a short horse and still 
won. His Everglades race (fourth, 7°4 


lengths behind the winner) was a big one 
as far as I’m concerned. He should be 
better Saturday than he’s ever been. 

“Both my horses will run their race. 
They may be overpowered, but I’m certain- 
ly not conceding anything. Bold Ruler 
and Gen. Duke both ran terrific races in 
the Everglades. I just kind of think 
they’re better horses than mine right now.” 

Milt Reiser, trainer of Federal Hill. 
wasn’t sure his colt could handle Bold 
Ruler and Gen. Duke, but he felt he could 
beat the others. Federal Hill had been an 
outstanding 2-year-old, winning 7 of 13 
races and being out of the money only 
once. but he had shown little in the 
Bahamas and Hibiscus this year. 

“T just wish I’d been able to get a mile 
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and a furlong work into him.” Reiser said. 
“With the track being so bad I haven't 
been able to bring him into the race just 
the way Id like to.” 

As for Mister Jive, he had shown little 
indication that he cared to go a distance. 
Buddy Carter, his young trainer. hoped 
for the best without expecting too much. 


“My Horse Is Ready” 


That left Bold Ruler and his trainer, the 
venerable Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons. 

“My horse is ready. ” Mr. Fitz said on 
the eve of the race. “I worked him a mile 
and an eighth Monday and he went all 
right. [ve just galloped him since then. 
... The track is too rough to do any- 
thing else. I didn’t want to tear the horse 
to pieces. . . . I can just hope he’s tight 
enough.” 

Mr. Fitz agreed the big weight shift 
would—or should—make a big difference. 

“That other horse (Gen. Duke) had to 
run fast as he could to catch us in the 
Everglades.” he said, “and he just barely 
did it. Twelve pounds, that was too much 
to give away. It'll be all equal this time 
—all equal. 

“T think 4 or 5 horses got a chance— 
the Calumet horses, Missile. Federal Hill, 
Bold Ruler. But you know, I think my 
horse might be a little bit the best.” 

The next afternoon, at 17 seconds past 
4:55, Mr. Fitz watched Bold Ruler make 
him an excellent prophet. The dark bay 
colt by *Nasrullah—Miss Disco, by Dis- 
covery, was precisely a “little bit the best” 
as he turned back Gen. Duke by a neck 
in a great finish. 

Eddie Arcaro was clever on Bold Ruler, 
keeping the Wheatley Stable colt going 
when Bill Hartack and Gen. Duke came 
at him determinedly in the final sixteenth. 

Arcaro let Federal Hill and Mister 
Jive cut out the pace for the first quarter. 
run in :2234. Along the backstretch Bold 
Ruler was 3 lengths off the pace, going 
easily. while Gen. Duke was 9 more 
lengths back under stout restraint. 

Arcaro went for the lead on the far turn, 
and Federal Hill offered no opposition. 
Mister Jive already had started to slow 
down. Mid-way around the turn, Bold 
Ruler had the lead. Going into the turn, 
Hartack began his big move on Gen. 
Duke, rushing from sixth to third. 

Now it was the 2-horse race everyone 
expected. Bold Ruler had the rail and a

2-length lead. Hartack. moving between 
horses at the three-eighths pole, was in a 
little tight. At that point stablemate Iron 
Liege. running fourth under Dave Erb, 
was taken out to help Gen. Duke get 
through. Erb’s altruistic move certainly 
didn’t help Iron Liege’s chances. and he 
was beaten 234 lengths. This is not to 
imply, however. that Iron Liege could 
have beaten Gen. Duke or Bold Ruler. 

Arcaro, aware that Gen. Duke was com- 
ing at him, opened up on Bold Ruler. 
and he maintained his 2-length lead to 
the eighth-pole. Here it seemed certain 
that Bold Ruler was going to be a decisive 
winner. 

Hartack went to work on Gen. Duke 
and the game little colt began closing in. 
At the sixteenth-pole Gen. Duke was 
within a half-length of the leader. Gen. 
Duke continued to gain, seemed to be 
getting to the winner at the wire; but 
Bold Ruler, under strong pressure, was 
not quitting. He won by a neck, and 
in track-record time of 1:47. 

Perhaps Gen. Duke’s big run on the 
stretch turn had taken a little too much 
out of him. At that, he still was picking 
up ground at the finish. 

Arcaro stated after the race that Bold 
Ruler could have gone another furlong 
and beaten Gen. Duke. 


Best When Tested 


“He was rank in the Everglades.” 
Arcaro said. “I couldn’t do anything 
with him. . . . I had to go on the lead 


and hope he'd stay there. Today he 
handled like a baby, and I was able to 
rate him. I was glad to see Federal Hill 
go out there and set the pace. 
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“T hit him 4 times at the head of the 
stretch. That was all... it was enough.” 

Arcaro applied the same critique to Bold 
Ruler that he had applied to Nashua in 
the past. 

“When we got in front my horse started 
to prop and pull himself up. Then when 
Gen. Duke came at him he got to running 


again. I was hoping Gen. Duke would 
come up sooner. This horse runs best 


when something comes at him.” 

Hartack disclaimed the weight switch 
as a factor in Gen. Duke’s defeat. “It 
had nothing to do with the finish.” he 
said. “When I moved with my horse he 
went just the way he wanted to. He was 
just a little shy at the wire. that’s all. 
He'll be number one again. Just watch 
him next time.” 

Next time will be March 30 in the 
Florida Derby at Gulfstream Park. 
Assuming both colts stay sound. they are 
regarded as certain starters in that stakes. 
By then Barbizon will be ready to join 
Gen. Duke and Iron Liege for Calumet. 
As time progresses Bold Ruler may be 
run down by sheer weight of Calumet 
numbers. 

Mr. Fitz. to avoid the mob (34.682). 
stayed in the walking ring after saddling 
Bold Ruler. and watched the race on a 
television set there. 

He stared fixedly at the screen as the 
horses broke. and said not a word until 
it was all over. “A mighty nice race.” 
he said quietly after Bold Ruler crossed 
the finish line. ‘Mighty nice.” 

When a friend congratulated him on 
Bold Ruler’s record-breaking time. Mr. 
Fitz shrugged his shoulders. 

“Times don’t mean too much. All I 
want is to win if I can, and more important 
than that is getting the horse back safe.” 

Spartan Valor had set the track record 
in 1952 as a 4-year-old. running the 9 
furlongs in 1:4715 under 118 pounds. 

Later the 82-year-old trainer gave his 
impressions of the race. 

“Arcaro did the right thing, taking him 
back the early part.” he said. “It would 
have been a mistake to try to run with 
Federal Hill and Mister Jive. He’s a 
good horse. Bold Ruler. I loved the way he 
hung on when that horse came at him. I 
was pretty sure he’d win it... . I thought 
it might have been easier.” 


Bold Ruler and Nashua 


Naturally enough, Mr. Fitz was asked 
to compare Bold Ruler with Nashua. “His 
(Bold Ruler’s) disposition and constitution 
are pretty much the same.” he said. “but 
Bold Ruler isn’t as placid. Both good 
doers. Bold Ruler’s lighter-bodied. a leggy 
colt. I don’t know that he has Nashua’s 
endurance. Nashua was a bulldog... he 
could run all day. 

“Bold Ruler has done as much as 
Nashua did, up to this point. But he’s 
got a long way to go. One difference is 
Bold Ruler is a real honest horse, always

runs as fast as he can. Hardly ever have 
to whip him. Never rated him any 
until today. We just let him run. 

“Nashua had more endurance than any 
horse I ever saw. I don’t think we ever 
saw him do all.he was really capable of. 

“Bold Ruler. now. he had 2 bad races. 
In the Garden State he run up on the heels 
of a horse and had no chance. In the 
Remsen he went sideways coming out of 
the gate and just wouldn’t run. That was 
the only time he didn’t give his best.” 

Mr. Fitz never refers to his own prowess 
as a trainer. but he does like to credit 
Mountain Valley water. 

“It’s wonderful stuff,” he says. “My 
horses don’t seem to have some ailments 
other horses have; I like to think it’s this 
special water. Back in 1930 at Chicago 
I couldn’t get Gallant Fox to take the 
water they had up there and somebody 
lent me a barrel of Mountain Valley water. 
Gallant Fox drank 15 gallons in 24 hours. 
I’ve used it ever since.” 

After Bold Ruler, Gen. Duke, and Iron 
Liege. the rest of the Flamingo field was 
far out of the picture. Mister Jive was 12 
lengths behind Iron Liege in fourth place. 
followed by Federal Hill. One-Eyed King, 
and Missile. The biggest disappoint- 
ments in the race were Missile and Federal 
Hill. Not much was expected of the 
other 2. 

After week-long speculation about how 
Bold Ruler and the others would handle 
an off track, the racing strip came uP 
fast—for the first time in many days. 

Bold Ruler, the 1-2 favorite, won $94, 
200 for Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps. 
owner of the colt. Gen. Duke and Iron 
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Liege added $30,000 to the Calumet bank- 
roll, 
The fractions of the Flamingo were 
12255. :4524, 1:1025, 1:3424, 1:47.

Syndication Off 


Bonnie Heath this week announced that 
plans to syndicate Needles had been aban- 
doned and that the 4-year-old colt would 
race this year for the D and H Stable of 
Heath and Jack Dudley. 


“Inquiries from Kentucky breeders were 
overwhelming.” Heath said, “but I am a 
farm owner in Florida. and hesitate to 
permit the horse to stand elsewhere. It 
just seems that breeders in Florida are 
not yet ready for such a horse, and so 
Jack Dudley and I decided to keep Nee- 
dies in our own charge. racing under Hugh 
Fontaine this year. We can then decide 
on definite plans. 

“Needles was never sounder than he is 
today. and he is the most tractable horse 
in the stable. I can assure his followers 
that he will be ready for the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap.” 


Out for Decision 


The Florida State Racing Commission 
last week concluded a 3-day hearing to 
determine whether Tropical Park’s racing 
permit should be revoked. Commission 
chairman C. F. Ratliff said no decision 
would be announced for 2 or 3 weeks. 

The state’s complaint was that Tropical 
president Saul Silberman had allowed 
more than 100 telephone calls from his 
office to a Cleveland gambler and_ be- 
cause he had bet on credit. 

Most of the testimony at the hearing 
was given by Silberman and by Maurice 
J. Hirshstein, who had served Silberman 
as a public relations adviser during the 
recent meeting. Hirshstein said the phone 
calls were to Philip Gerson, a former 
Cleveland bookmaker. He said he called 
Gerson — “the best handicapper I have 
known in more than 25 years of betting 
on races” — to get selections. He denied 
giving Gerson race results. 

Silberman admitted betting heavily at 
the track without depositing money with 
the mutuel department, but he said that 
the track had a $500,000 operating fund 
and “I would consider that I had that 
$500,000 on deposit.” He added, “I never 
thought that I would be criticized for bet- 
ting at my own track.” 

Silberman said he vever had permitted 
“comeback money” at Tropical, never had 
used his phone to make bets or to allow 
others to make bets. He said if he had 
known that Hirshstein was calling Gerson, 
“L think I would have told him not to 
do it.” 

“Just an oversight,” Silberman said 
when he was asked why he had not ob- 
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tained an occupational license for Hirsh- 
stein and why he had not forwarded 
Hirshstein’s fingerprints to the commis- 
sion, as required by Florida racing rules. 

“T never thought anybody would think 
for a minute that I have been dishonest.” 
Silberman said. “I never have been. Every 
bit of this is due to the maneuvering of 
certain people.” 

After the hearing Silberman announced 
he had turned down a $4,300,000 offer 
for Tropical Park by a group of sports- 
men he chose not to identify. A few 
days later Donald C. Lillis. president of 
Bowie Race Course in Maryland, said he 
would buy Tropical Park “in a minute” 
if the track were offered for sale at $4.- 
000.000 or a little more. 


NEW YORK 


Measure of Relief 


A public hearing on a bill to give 
metropolitan race tracks a larger share of 
the pari-mutuel revenue will be held by 
the New York legislature on March 13. 

The measure to give the tracks another 
one per cent was introduced simultaneous- 
ly in the Senate and House on February 
19. The sponsor in the House was Re- 
publican Robert Pomeroy. of Poughkeep- 
sie. In the Senate it was Democrat Na- 
thaniel T. Heman, of the Bronx. 

Senator Heman was not an enthusiastic 
supporter. He said he had introduced 
the bill as a favor, and that he wanted to 
observe public reaction before giving it 
his personal endorsement. 

According to the bill’s provisions, the 
GNYA take at New York City tracks 
would be increased from 4 to 5 per cent 
and at Saratoga from 5 to 6 per cent, with 
the total take-out remaining at 15 per cent. 
To compensate the state for the estimated 
$3,800,000 loss in revenue, the racing sea- 
son would be extended from 197 to 210 
days, bringing the state about $2,200,000 in 
additional revenue. 

B. A. Tompkins, administrative president 
of the GNYA, told legislators that the state 
would regain all lost revenue within 3 
years because a new track would attract 
new bettors. 


KENTUCKY 
Another Track Planned 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission. 
meeting in Miami, last week granted dates 
for 6 race meetings and took under ad- 
visement another date request. Granted 
dates were Keeneland, Churchill Downs. 
Audubon Park, Fairgrounds Speedway. 
James C. Ellis Park, and Latonia. The 
Northern Kentucky Turf Association, a 
newly formed organization, requested a 
12-day fall meeting. 

G. J. Gallivan, who manages an insur- 


ance agency in Lexington for commission 
chairman Leslie Combs II, heads the 
Northern Kentucky Turf Association, and 
other officers of the organization include 
Thomas P. Fitzpatrick, speaker of the 
Kentucky House of Representatives. and 
James L. Clay. Lexington attorney. Gal- 
livan said his group had obtained a lease 
om Kentucky Raceways, a half-mile trot- 
ting track at Florence, near Cincinnati, 
and could convert the track for running 
races “without much trouble.”

CALIFORNIA 
Prince Out, Sir William In 


Los ANGELEs. Washington-bred_ Sir 
William, short on teeth, long on stamina, 
and average on class, turned back a dozen 
rivals March 2 to win the 20th running of 
the $100.000-added Santa Anita Derby. 


If the 144-mile stakes proved anything 
ai all, it must be that the West has no 
3-year-old of the caliber of Hill Gail, De- 
termine, or Swaps to send after the Ken- 
tucky Derby this spring. 

But nothing is going to keep Sir Wil- 
liam from trying. “It would be wonderful 
for’ a Washington-bred even to finish 
fourth in the Kentucky Derby.” Cecil Jolly 
said. The 44-year-old trainer will ship 
Sir William to Bay Meadows when Santa 
Anita closes, run in the Derby there. and 
then —if all is well — fly him to Louis- 
ville. It’s the schedule followed by De- 
termine 3 years ago. 


The Santa Anita Derby lost some of its 
significance when Prince Khaled. the 
overnight favorite, was scratched a few 
minutes before the day’s first race while 
a crowd of 56,000, largest of the season, 
was pouring into the course. 

Prince Khaled’s owner, Gen. W. W. 
Kratz, said that the colt had been injured 
while engaging in his final workout for 
the Derby on Thursday morning. Just as 
Prince Khaled was breaking off for a 
half-mile drill his stable pony stepped 
on his left fore ankle, inflicting a wound 
that caused some bleeding. 


General Kratz and trainer Tommy Tay- 
lor thought that Prince Khaled would be 
all right in time for the Derby, so they 
entered him. At noon on Derby day. the 
ankle still caused some distress and so, 
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Derby on March 2 by a head from Swirling Abbey (8). Kerr Stable’s Round 
Table (1C) was a nose back in third place. Sir William ran the 1's miles in 
1:54 en a slow track, paying $14.80. He had won the Los Feliz Stakes earlier. 


“in the interest of the horse’s future.” 
Prince Khaled was scratched. 

“In all other respects.” Kratz added. 
“we believe Prince Kheled was in the 
best condition of his career. and we were 
anxious to see him run. We hoped to 
find out just how good he is.” 

The injury that knocked Prince Khaled 
eut of the Derby had nothing whatever 
to do with the “worm” splint developed 
by the colt some weeks ago. although both 
are on the left fore leg. 

“This wound on his ankle is something 
that would have been healed completely 
in 2 or 3 days.” General Kratz said. “How- 
ever. we are going ahead now and will 
‘fire’ his knee very lightly to correct the 
splint. It should not interfere with his 
training, and we are still planning on 
sending him to Louisville — about the mid- 
dle of April —for the Kentucky Derby.” 

Prince Khaled seems such a_ brittle 
horse. however. that many are wondering 
if hell ever make it to the Kentucky 
classic. So far he’s been the kind of a 
colt which needs excuses too often. 


3-Way Finish 


Sir William’s conquest in the Santa 
Anita Derby was reminiscent of the 3-way 
finish staged by Chanlea, Merryman, and 
Correspondent in the 1953 renewal. This 
time the 3 horses involved were Sir Wil- 
liam, Swirling Abbey. and Round Table. 

Buford, whose forte seems to be sprint- 
ing, went to the front at the start and 
epened a lead that swelled to 3 lengths 
at the half-mile pole. Royal Academy 
was second, and Round Table. trying to 
pick the best going in the middle of the 
“slow” track, was third. 
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Royal Academy was the first to fall 
back. Buford held on to the last quarter. 
and by that time Round Table. still racing 
wide. had moved up to be second, and 
Swirling Abbey. which had been fourth 
down the backstretch. was third. 

As they swung into the home stretch. 
Henry Moreno moved up suddenly with 
Sir William between Buford. on the rail. 
end Swirling Abbey. The ground he was 
able to save certainly won the race. 

From then on it was a 3-horse race. 
Sir William’s rush took him to the lead 
—hbut he was closest to the rail. in the 
poorer going, and it could have made a 
difference. Round Table, on the extreme 
outside — far beyond the middle of the 
track -—came on again to take the lead 
from Sir William. and Swirling Abbey — 
recing between them in just about the 
middle of the track — also headed Sir Wil- 
liam with a furlong to go. 


With Moreno riding desperately Sir 
William came on again. and in the last 
40 yards he shoved his head to the front 
end held on grimly. Swirling Abbey beat 
Round Table a nose for place honors. with 
Royal Heir finishing fourth. 214 lengths 
back. Sir William’s time was 1:5415. It 
was a holding. tiring track, drying out 
from a drenching 2 days before the 
Derby. 

After the race Moreno remarked that 
the first time he rode in the Kentucky 
Derby he drove Dark Star to a head vic- 
tory over Native Dancer in one of the 
Derby’s biggest upsets. Sir William was 
his first mount in the Santa Anita Derby. 

Sir William doesn’t have any upper 
front teeth. As a suckling. he dropped 
in at the wrong place for dinner one day 


and the strange mare, which he apparently 
had mistaken for his mother, gave him a 
kick to shoo him away. 

She broke his upper nippers, but the 
blow didn’t affect his grinders, upper or 
lower. and he hasn’t missed a meal. 

Jolly. who came up the hard way in 
racing and is an excellent, all-around 
horseman. confessed after the Derby that 
he had been worried how Sir William 
would handle the gummy track. “I knew 
he could handle the field, though.” he 
said. Jolly said that Sir William is the 
easiest horse he has ever trained and he 
has developed some good ones, including 
the capable sprinter Johnie Mike. 

Sir William is a son of Rover, which 
died in 1953. and was foaled at Valley 
Farms. owned by Herb Armstrong, at Har- 
rington. Wash... which is about 60 miles 
scuthwest of Spokane. 

Armstrong raises wheat and cattle, 
stands the War Admiral stallion Tavi- 
stock. and keeps a band of 8 broodmares. 
He never has seen Sir Willigm run. “If 
he were my horse.” Jelly said. “I'd get to 
the track if I had to crawl on my hands 
and knees.” After the Derby Jolly phoned 
Armstrong, and ran ihe race for him over 
and over. 

Sir William’s groom is Bill Peterson. 
25. who has been with Jolly for 5 years. 
In the paddock he told Moreno, who has 
been having some tough luck this season, 
“This colt is going te put you back on 
the map.” Peterson was dead right. 

Jolly says Peterson has a bright future 
ahead of him in racing. “He’s going to be 
2 wonderful trainer.” Cecil said. “He 
understands horses; he has a way with 
them. He’s going far in this sport.” 

Wherever he goes, Peterson will be ac- 
cempanied by Jolly’s dark-haired, 19-year- 
old daughter Sandra, who is _ pretty 
enough to be a movie star. They are 
going to be married soon, and it could be 
that a trip to the Kentucky Derby may 
be a honeymoon for Sir William’s groom 
and the trainer’s daughter.

Board Clamps Down 


California race tracks henceforth will 
be allowed fewer liberties in protecting 
themselves against the betting public. 

The California Horse Racing Board last 
week passed a new rule defining the 
tracks’ responsibility in providing betting 
opportunities on races with limited fields. 
The 3-point rule: 

1. If there are 5 or more interests in a 
race the track must allow win, place, and 
show betting. 

2. If 4 betting interests start the track 
must provide win and place betting. 

3. Only if as few as 3 interests start 
may the track limit the public to win 
betting. 

The rule will become effective after it 
has been “advertised” publicly. 
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The racing board began talking about 
such a rule last summer shortly after 
Hollywood Park hedged to the extent of 
allowing only win betting on the Sunset 
Handicap, which had Swaps and 8 other 
starters. 

One of the most interesting questions 
the board’s rule poses is the effect of the 
decision on handicapping at California 
race tracks. With the players given a 
freer hand, it follows that the tracks 
probably will be more realistic with their 
weight assignments; they are not apt to 
repeat the spectacle of the Sunset. for 
which Swaps was given the 130-pound 
limit and the others were weighted down 
to the point where not one of the riders 
was able to make the assignment. 

The tracks to date have not spoken 
publicly against the new rule.

Chicago Stakes 


A $4.500.000 purse program is planned 
for the 97 days of summer racing at Wash- 
ington and Arlington Park in Chicago. 
There will be 61 days at Washington Park. 
including the Balmoral meeting, and 36 
days at Arlington Park. Of the $4.500.- 
000. $1.405.000 will be distributed in 
stakes, the remainder in overnight races. 

Balmoral, opening the major Chicago 
season, will offer 10 stakes worth $255,- 
000, the same distribution as last year. 
The Citation Handicap has been reduced 
$15.000 and the LaSalle and Continental 
Turf Handicaps and the Domino Stakes 
have been increased $5,000 each. Biggest 
races of the Balmoral meeting will be the 
$50.000-added Chicagoan Stakes for 3- 
year-olds and the $50.000-added Balmoral 
Turf Handicap at 1,%; miles on the turf. 

Arlington Park, which will follow Bal- 
moral, plans 15 stakes with a total added 
value of $610,000, $5.000 more than last 
year. The 7-furlong Warren Wright Me- 
morial Stakes has been upped from $25.- 
000 to $50.000-added and the Myrtlewood 
Handicap has been raised $5,000 to $25.- 
000. The Cleopatra Handicap and the 
Hyde Park Stakes have been reduced 
$5.000 each and the Arlington Matron 
Stakes has been reduced from $50.000 
added to $40,000 added. Topping the pro- 
gram at Arlington will be the $100.000 
Arlington Classic and the $100,000 Arling- 
ton Handicap. 

Washington Park’s stakes program 
essentially will be the same as last year. 
The only change is a $5,000 increase in 
the Prairie State Stakes, which has been 
increased from $15.000 to $20.000. The 
track’s $100,000 stakes will be the Ameri- 
can Derby for 3-year-olds and the Wash- 
ington Park Handicap for 3-year-olds and 
upward.

STUD NEWS 


Galbreath Buys Circle M 


John W. Galbreath this week purchased 
Circle M Farm. a 240-acre tract near 
Lexington which he had been leasing from 
Mrs. Edward S. Moore since the fall of 
1955. Mrs. Moore will continue to board 
her mares there. as she has done since 
Galbreath leased the place. 

Galbreath, one of ihe nation’s most suc- 
cessful real estate men and chief owner 
of the Pittsburgh Pirates, owns Darby 
Dan Farms at Columbus and Lexington. 
The Columbus farm comprises about 
2.000 acres, and the Lexington farm, a 
short distance from Circle M, has 200 
acres. 

The late Edward S. Moore bought his 
first central Kentucky farm in 1941, when 
he took over the present Manchester 
Farm, near Keeneland. In 1946 he joined 
in a syndicate which bought the land and 
horses of Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
Stock Farm. He got 622 acres of the Idle 
Hour tract, named the new farm Circle M. 

When Moore died in 1948, Mrs. Moore 
took over the farm, and she operated it 
until 1955. Mr. Moore had sold a piece of 
the land to Dan F. Rice for his Danada 
Farm, and Mrs. Moore sold another piece 
to Allen F. Simmons for his Idle Hour 
Farm. Mrs. Moore retained the core of 
the original Idle Hour, including the 
main residence, the stallion barn, and the 
farm office.

Rich, the only filly in the race, was sixth choice 
at 16-1. 

Pay Section set the pace for the first 6 furlongs. 
with Born Rich and Spinney second and_ third 
and *Holandes II fifth, about 4 lengths behind 
the leader. Pay Section gave way at the three- 
eighths pole and Born Rich got the best of 
Spinney in the stretch to win by 1% lengths. 
Lover Boy took third from *Holandes II, which 
weakened in the final eighth. Born Rich ran the 
distance in 2:05% on a track soft from recent 
rains. 

Born Rich is the third foal of Mahmoudess, 
which trainer Hirsch Jacobs sent to the post 117 
times in 5 seasons. For Mrs. Jacobs and Joseph 
G. Dushock she won 17 races. including the 1946 
Molly Pitcher Handicap. 

When she finished racing, Mahmoudess became 
the property of the Bieber-Jacobs Stable, and 
was sent to Dr. Charles E. Hagyard’s farm at 
Lexington. Her first foal was a filly named 
Heiress, which has won over $40,000, most of it 
after being claimed from Jacobs for $6,500. Her 
second was a War Admiral filly, and the next 
was Born Rich, which raced for Jacobs at 2 and 
until July 6, 1956. when she was claimed for 
$6,500 by Lawrence Pollock’s Poltex Stable. In 
4 starts in New York for the Poltex Stable she 
won twice. At Santa Anita Park she had started 
4 times before the Camino Real. She won once 
on the turf at 1% miles and was third twice in 
shorter $12,500 claiming races, The Camino Real 
was her first stakes start. 

Born Rich is the first stakes winner this year 
for Stymie, which now stands at Sunnyslope Ranch, 
Riverside, Calif. 

Jacobs has Born Rich’s 2-year-old half-brother 
by Palestinian and a yearling filly by *Turn-to 
at his farm in Maryland. Mahmoudess is due to 
foal in May to the cover of Crafty Admiral, and 
is booked to Palestinian.

In September, 1956, a group of Argentinian 
horsemen and the late William P. Kyne shipped 10 
middling-good Argentine horses to Bay Meadows for 
racing at the fall meeting. Three of the group-— 
*Holandes II, *Eugenio, and *Posadas—became 
stakes winners, and eventually all were sold to 
American owners. The success of the venture 
prompted the horsemen to try again, and in January 
they flew a group of 12 more horses to Bay Meadows 
for racing at the spring meeting which started in 
February. 

The first of the group to start at Bay Meadows 
was *Rumbo, in the Burlingame Handicap on 
February 23. The favorite in the field of 6 was 
J. A. Metzger’s Better Weapon, which had been 
purchased an hour before the race from King 
Ranch. 

Better Weapon set the pace, with Fly Wheel and 
*Rumbo next in line. The favorite, leading by 5 
lengths after 6 furlongs, was still in front by 3 
lengths with a furlong to go. *Rumbo went to 
the outside and got up in the final yards to win 
by a neck, running the 1;5 miles in 1:4535 on a 
sloppy track and paying $21.50 as fifth choice. 

*Rumbo was bred by the Haras Stella Maris. 
which sold him for 50,000 pesos ($3,625) as a 2- 
year-old to C. Vicidomini. He won clasicos in 
Argentina and Brazil. His last start in Argentina 
was on December 2, 1956. On January 22 he was 
flown with 11 others to the U. S. and arrived in 
San Mateo, Calif.. on January 23. 

*Rumbo is by the English-bred Rustic. which 
raced 3 seasons in England and won 4 of h's 5 
starts at 4, including 3 handicaps before being 
sold to the Haras Stella Maris for stud duty.

Bold Ruler had met Calumet Farm’s Gen. Duke 
twice this season before the Flamingo Stakes. On 
January 30 the *Nasrullah colt spotted Gen. Duke

James R. Keene and Castleton 


This is the third in a series of articles 
on James R. Keene, his racing stable, and 
Castleton Farm. 


Founding The Jockey Club 


James R. Keene is best known to the 
Turf for the many champions he bred and 
raced and for the continuing importance 
these champions have had in Thorough- 
bred pedigrees. Possibly an even more 
important contribution to the American 
Turf was the lead Keene took in the forma- 
tion of The Jockey Club. 

Organized supervision was not character- 
istic of the early American Turf; until 
1890 house rules varied considerably from 
track to track. The number of tracks. 
the number of racing days. the method of 
betting were not controlled. There was 
no licensing of jockeys and trainers. A 
racing stable owner in the late 1880's 
wrote: 

“One of the primary troubles is an out- 
growth of the methods by which racing 
associations obtain their revenues. They 
demand from bookmakers $100 a day 
each. Upon those days when large stakes 
are to be decided, there are probably an 
average of 120 bookmakers in the ring. 
who, altogether. are compelled to pay for 
the privilege. $12.000. Their other ex- 
penses, hire of clerks, etc., generally swell 
the amount by half as much more. Now, 
in order to get back their money and 
make their business a paying venture, most 
of them are almost obliged to resort to 
dishonest practices. 

“Thus the associations have placed them 
in a position which puts a premium upon 
crookedness. Not all of them are thus in- 
cluded. but the weakest of them will 
naturally take every possible chance to 
reap gains. As a logical result trainers 
and jockeys are debauched and racing is 
not racing at all.” 

Another pressing problem, one which 
discouraged any owner lucky enough to 
have a 2-year-old stakes winner. was the 
forfeit list. At that time 2-year-olds remain- 
ed eligible for early-closing races even if 
payments were not made on time. The 
money was “owed.” If an owner intended 
to withdraw his horse fram a stakes he 
was expected to notify the racing associa- 
tion and to pay a forfeit. Many owners 
failed to notify the associations that they 
intended to withdraw a horse; others noti- 
fied the associations but failed to pay the 
forfeit. In 1890 the Futurity was supposed 
to be worth $60.000, but the winning owner 
was able to collect only 60 per cent of his 
money. 


The Board of Control 
In December, 1890, Pierre Lorillard in- 


vited a large group of officials and owners 
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to a meeting for the purpose of setting up 
an organization to correct some of racing’s 
abuses. A Board of Control, composed of 
representatives from Sheepshead Bay. 
Gravesend, Monmouth Park, and Morris 
Park and 3 stable owners. was established, 
and the board undertook to license jockeys 
and trainers at the 4 tracks. It also 
compiled a general forfeit list. and efforts 
were made to collect all money due win- 
ning owners. 


Three years after the Board of Control 
was organized it ran into difficulties. On 
several questions of officials and racing 
procedure, the tracks banded together to 
outvote the owners. There appeared no 
recourse for the owners since the track 
representatives held a 4-3 majority. 

Late in the year James R. Keene sent 
a letter to major owners in the East and 
Midwest asking them to attend a dinner 
at the Hoffman House in New York in 
December. At the dinner Keene stated 
that the time had come for the organiza- 
tion of an American Jockey Club. similar 
to the Jockey Club in England. The 
Board of Control was a step in the right 


direction, but it had vested a balance of 
power with the tracks. The organization 
to govern racing should be composed 
primarily of cwners who were interested in 
the general welfare of racing rather than 
the success of any particular track. 

Keene proposed that The Jockey Club 
sheuld have the power to allot dates for 
meetings. license jockeys and trainers, en- 
force the forfeit list, revise the rules of 
racing, appoint officials, and constitute a 
final court of appeal in the interpretation 
of the rules, with the power to discipline all 
rersons under its jurisdiction. 


Austerity Shattered 


A few month’s after Keene’s meeting 
The Jockey Club was established. with 
monavement intrusted to 7 stewards— 
Jobn Hunter (chairman). Keene, August 
Belmont, J. D. Donner. Dr. Gideon L. 
Knapp. Col. W. P. Thompson. and F. K. 
Sturgis. Several of the original stewards 
died or resigned within a few years, but 
Keene served until his death 19 years 
later. 

From its beginning The Jockey Club 
had an austere air which helped build its 
reputation of firmness and justice. The 
dignity was not always preserved. however. 


James R. Keene took an active part in the formation of The Jockey Club, and 
it was at a meeting called by him in 1893 that a tentative organization was set 
up. Another leader in the movement was August Belmont, son of the first 
August Belmont.

James Rowe Sr. (left) took over the Keene stable in 1900 and he trained the 


stable until it was dispersed in 1910. During these years he handled Com- 
mando, Delhi, Sysonby, Ballot, Peter Pan, Colin, Celt, Sweep, and Maskette. 


One of Keene’s favorite stories. according 
to his son Foxhall, concerned one of the 
stewards’ hearings: 

“The board had met to investigate s»m=2 
transgression against its strict code. and 
a certain colored stable boy was the wit- 
ness on which the board depended to get 
to the bottom of the matter. Before the 
boy was called in, August Belmont, the 
chairman, made a brief speech informing 
the other stewards how important the 
testimony was and suggesting that the 
proceedings be made as impressive as 
possible in order to scare the witness into 
telling the truth. 

“The Negro was then summoned and 
Mr. Belmont, with awful majesty, raised 
his gavel and brought it down on the top 
of his desk. 

“Bang! ‘What is your name?’ 

“John,” was the quavering answer. 

“Again the chairman’s gavel fell. Bang! 
‘Your last name?’ 

“Williams, sir.’ 

“Bang! ‘Residence?’ 

“The Negro looked helplessly around. 

“‘He means where do live?’ 
prompted Algernon Daingerfield. 

“White teeth flashed in the black face. 

“*Ma home is whar ma hat is.’ grinned 


John Williams. ‘Ah’m a flat-footed. no- 
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account loafer, and a crap-shootin’ son 


of a bitch.’ ” 
Tod Abroad 


A few years later Keene played a part 
in another bit of Turf history. He spon- 
sored Tod Sloan’s introduction to Eng- 
land. The exact manner of the introduc- 
tion is somewhat in deubt. Again, accord- 
ing to Foxhall Keene: 

“On a day in September, 1897, a person 
dressed in what can be described only as 
flaming raiment, with a cigar a foot long 
between his teeth, strolled nonchalantly 
past an over-awed secretary, straight into 
my father’s private office. 

“I’m Tod Sloan.’ he announced to my 
astonished parent, ‘and I want to ride S*. 
Cloud in the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
shire.” Father was always willing to take 
2 chance, so he sent Sloan to England.” 

According to Tod Sloan: 

“In the summer of 1897 Mr. James R. 
Keene sent for me to his downtown office 
in New York. ‘Sloan.’ he said, ‘I’ve got a 
horse, St. Cloud, in the Cesarewitch and 
the Cambridgeshire. My trainer, Pincus. 
thinks he has a good chance. I have been 
thinking over the advantage of getting 
you to ride him. Would you like to go 
over to England?’ 


“Tt didn’t take me long to answer. ‘I 
certainly would.’ 

“*How soon could you go?’ 

“*Tomorrow.” 

“*Well I don’t want you to decide so 
quickly.’ 

“However, the matter was settled then 
and there, and I sailed on the following 
Wednesday, September 17, 1897, on the 
Majestic.” 

St. Cloud was far back in the Cesare- 
witch, but he was a close second in the 
Cambridgeshire, which Sloan always in- 
sisted he had won. He described the 
finish: 

“T saw one after the other drop out, and 
from the Bushes home there were only 3 
of us: I had to watch Sandia. who I always 
kept clear of; Sir William Ingram’s horse 
Comfrey was on the other side of the 
ccurse. I was confident that I had the 
race in my pocket, but I kept the big 
horse (St. Cloud) going nicely all the 
same. and the charge against me of over- 
confidence was not merited. As a matter 
of fact. I shall always believe — in fact. 
1 know-—that Comfrey, who was given 
the race, was only third. Sandia being 
second, three-quarters of a length from 
me. 


The Domino Horses 


The best horse which Keene raced in 
America in the 5 years from 1895-1900 
was *Voter. a son of * Mavourneen, one of 
the mares Keene had purchased in Eng- 
land in 1891. He won 3 races at 2. and 
early in 1897 he won the one-mile Metro- 
politan Handicap, becoming the first 3- 
year-old to win this :ace. Encouraged by 
this performance, Keene sent him to Eng- 
land, where he failed to win in 7 starts. 
Returned to the U. S. at 5, *Voter won 
5 of 6 starts, all at short distances. He 
continued to perform well at 6 and 7. 
winning the Test Stakes at 6 and the 
Flight and Coney Island Stakes at 7. 

W. S. Vosburgh said: “If *Voter could 
have carried his speed beyond a mile he 
would have vanquished all competitors. 
He was a horse of enormous power. His 
back was cloven like a ram’s, and he had 
immense propelling power in his quar- 
ters, but he ran too fast to stay far. Be- 
sides, his temper was so bad he often 
wore himself out before a race.” 

In 1899 Domino’s first crop came to the 
races. One colt never was named, and 
is presumed to have died as a yearling. 
The other 5 were winners, and 3 were 
stakes winners — Disguise. Doublet, and 
Runaway Girl. One of the others was Pink 
Domino, dam of Sweep. 

Best of the small first crop was Dis- 
guise, out of *Bonnie Gal. another of the 
1891 English purchases. Racing in Eng 
land, Disguise won the Jockey Club 
Stakes and finished third in the Derby 
and Eclipse Stakes. Doublet won the 
Juvenile and finished second in_ the

“Life’s Little Ironies” 


By far the greatest of Domino’s get. of 
course. was Commando. out of Emma C.. 
by *Darebin. The inating of Domino— 
Emma C. was one of the several strokes 
«f fortune which James R. Keene expe- 
rienced in the Thoroughbred business. As 
noted earlier, it was Foxhall Keene who 
was responsible for the purchase of Domi- 
no: trainer Billy Lakeland made the mat- 
ing which produced Commando. Keene 
had little enthusiasm for either move, and 
he is reported to have objected strenuous- 
ly to Emma C.’s going to Domino. As 
Turf historian John Hervey tells the story: 

“Life’s little ironies were never more 
pungently illustrated than in the origin of 
Commando . . . Emma C. was a large 
coarse mare by the Antipodean stallion 
*Darebin, himself a rugged. unrefined 
stallion. though a grand race horse and 
good sire. He had been imported by 
James Ben Ali Haggin for his Rancho del 
Paso in California. *Darebin was a tre- 
mendous stayer under weights. but his get 
ir America were noted for speed over 
short courses. few of them caring to go 
much over a mile. Emma C. was one of 
the few. for she could go 2 miles, winning 
twice at that distance. Mr. Keene had 
bought her at auction as a yearling, but 
she was so ‘growthy’ that she could not 


race when 2 years old, and though she 
won 4 races at 3, including the Dolphin 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. and was nearly 
always in the money when beaten, her 
fastidious owner conceived an aversion to 
her. Finally. he gave ker to William Lake- 
land, his trainer. 

“Lakeland was always interested in 
breeding. and as he was strongly con- 
vinced that Domino must make a success- 
ful sire. Mr. Keene let him send 2 mares 
to the son of Himyar. They were the only 
mares not owned by Mr. Keene that 
Domino embraced. The mares chosen by 
Lakeland were Emma C. and the English 
mare *Royal Gem, by Napsbury. Both 
mares were bred to Domino in 1897, and 
in 1898 Emma C. produced Commando 
while *Royal Gem foaled The Regent, who 
was gelded and raced profitably for a 
number of years. 

“According to tradition, when Emma C. 
arrived at Castleton. Mr. Keene was not 
at all pleased, but Major Daingerfield 
agreed with Lakeland that her rugged con- 
formation, size, strength, ability to go a 
distance and maternil lines qualified her 
to cross well with a ‘speed marvel.’ 

“The American Stud Book gives Mr. 
Keene as the breeder of Commando, and 
Lakeland as the breeder of The Regent. 
By just what transaction Mr. Keene once 
more became the owner of Emma C., after 
Lakeland sent her to Kentucky to mate 
with Domino cannot definitely be stated. 
It has been asserted that Commando was 
really foaled the property of Lakeland. 
but that Major Daingerfield was so im- 
pressed with him that he took over both 
mare and foal in Mr. Keene’s name. as he 
had what was in effect a free hand. 

“While Major Daingerfield was from 
the beginning persuaded that Commando 
was something far out of the ordinary. 


and Bells, Olympian, and Tommy Atkins, but Ballyhoo Bey (above), owned by 
Keene’s arch rival, W. C. Whitney, closed strongly to beat Olympian by a nose. 
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Tod Sloan made his first visit to Eng- 
land to ride James R. Keene’s St. 
Cloud in the Cesarewitch and Cam- 
bridgeshire. This picture was made in 
England shortly after Sloan arrived. 


Mr. Keene. when he first looked him over, 
liked him just as little as he did his dam. 
This cost him dear, for when he named 
the Castleton yearlings in the Futurity of 
1898. he did not include the son of Emma 
C. The mare herself had not been named 
tor the great event. and Mr. Keene did 
not trouble himself to procure a_substi- 
tute nomination for the foal.” 

Although he was thus deprived of the 
Futurity, Commando undoubtedly was the 
best 2-year-old of his crop. He won 5 of 
6 races. and his only defeat, by Beau Gal- 
lant in the Matron Stakes. was blamed by 
newspaper reporters on a poorly judged 
ride by Harry Spencer. His victories, all 
scored easily. included the Zephyr, Great 
Trial. Montauk. Brighton Junior, and Jun- 
ior Champion Stakes. 


The Futurity of 1900 


Commando was the first of several 
Keene champions to be trained by James 
Rowe Sr.. who was a leading figure in 
American racing for 60 years. first as a 
jockey and later as a trainer and _ stable 
manager. The country’s leading jockey 
from 1871 through 1873. Rowe went to 
the Keene stable after he already had 
enjoyed great success as trainer for the 
Dwyer Brothers and the first August Bel- 
mont. 

Although he did not have Commando 
available for the Futurity of 1900, Keene 
figured to win the race with a 3-horse 
entry of Olympian, Cap and Bells, and 
Tommy Atkins. The only other entrant 
conceded a chance was W. C. Whitney's 
Ballyhoo Bey.

They had 
been friendly in early business deals. but 
in 1896 Whitney. Keene, and Thomas P. 
Ryan had joined together in the hope of 
gaining control of the American Tobacco 
Company. Keene defected and sold his 
stock to Oliver H. Payne, an associate of 
the group then controlling the company. 
William H. Butler. a friend of Whitney’s. 
said Whitney never forgave Keene. 

Tod Sloan returned from England to 
ride Ballyhoo Bey in the Futurity, and 
the 3 Keene jockeys planned a rude home- 
coming for him. Winnie O’Connor years 
later told the story of the plan to beat 
Sloan. “We talked it over among our- 
selves, and decided that if we could run 
Sloan and Ballyhoo Bey into a_ pocket. 
they'd never get out and one of the 3 of 
us would come on to win. We knew that 
our mounts had the race to ourselves.” 

Harry Spencer rode Cap and Bells. Mil- 
ton Henry rode Olympian. and O’Connor 
was on Tommy Atkins. They succeeded 
in trapping Ballyhoo Bey along the rail. 
but as they entered the stretch Cap and 
Bells began to tire, and the wall around 
Sloan was about to collapse. O’Connor 
said he yelled to Henry. “Hold him in, 
Milton, and T'll go on and win.” Henry 
evidently decided that O’Connor’s judg- 
ment was not sound; he began driving 
Olympian, and the trap was open. In a 
slashing finish Ballyhoo Bey won by a nose 
from Olympian. with Tommy Atkins third.

In addition to being eventful years in 
his Turf career, the years 1900 and 1901 
included 2 of Keene’s greatest stock 
market successes and one of his biggest 
financial mistakes.

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TRAINING IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


This is the first of a series of articles 
prepared by William Rone on the principal 
stables in training this winter at Aiken, 
Columbia, and Camden. 


Men and Horses at Aiken 


Aikex, S. C. This city of contrasts 
has had a brief period of extreme cold. 
some unseasonable warmth. and a good 
portion ef precipitation—but all in all it 
has been a top year for the training of 
Thoroughbreds. 

Unfortunately, not as many stables are 
taking advantage of Aiken’s easy life and 
superb training facilities as in the past. 
Aiken hasn't changed much—at least, not 
that portion of the local real estate devoted 
to horse training—but the purses posted 
by the winter race tracks have. They've 
gone up. and the lure has increased in 
direct proportion. 

Aiken itself no longer is the sleepy town 
among the pines that attracted the 
Whitneys here at the turn of the century to 
make it the first of this state’s famous 
Thoroughbred vacationlands. A 
atomic-energy plant sprawls at its door- 
step. they are drilling for oil nearby. and 
—strangest of all—the county voted 
Republican Jast November. 

But the Thoroughbred training area, 
blocked off by South Boundary Street and 
famed Whiskey Road, retains the quiet 
and calm of the old days. The neat stables. 
showing a bit of age. are 
clustered around and between 2 fine train- 
ing tracks—ihe old Whitney oval and the 
relatively new Aiken Training Track, a 
mile track with quarter and three-quarter 
chutes. 

William Post. who, with his father Fred 
H. Post, leases the training facilities here. 
calls the main track the “best wet-weather 
track I've ever seen.” You also can hear 
claims like this in Columbia and Camden. 
where the tracks have virtually the same 
sandy bases.

Post has a proprietary interest in the 
track, but he gets independent support 
from clients such as trainer Bobby Dotter, 
who said. “This track stands rain better 
than any I’ve seen. It’s not even bad 
after a real hard rain.” 

On hand this winter are 10 stables. total- 
ing 137 head. a good bit under capacity. 
The biggest are the public stable of O. T. 
Dubassoff (26 horses) and Greentree 
Stable. trained by John M. Gaver. 

A number of these horses will have 
their graduation exercises on March 23, 
when the annual Aiken Trials are run for 
the love of the sport. a local charity. and 
possibly a few side bets. 


G. H. (PETE) BOSTWICK 


A leading rider for 20 years (he was 
the No. 1 amateur-professional  steeple- 
chase jockey of 1929-30-31) and still one 
of America’s top polo players, Bostwick is 
no longer iraining for his sister, Mrs.

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JAPAN’S MODERN RACING PLANT AT TOKYO IS CALLED NAKAYAMA PARK 


RACING IN JAPAN 


From Kamo to Nakayama 


YoKOHAMA. Japan has, perhaps, a longer 
history of horse racing than any other 
country. Though the native Japanese horse 
is rare now. found only in government 
reserves in the mountains of Kyushu, the 
southern-most of the Japanese islands, at 
one time it flourished in great numbers 
along with its imported Chinese cousins. 
From the earliest times these horses were 
used for agricultural, martial, ceremonial, 
and sporting purposes. Yabusame, archery 
on horseback. is an ancient court cere- 
mony occasionally seen today. 

The Heike Story, a modern retelling of a 
twelfth-century epic. reports: “According 
to the old chronicles. horse racing became 
a sport about the year 701, indulged in by 
Guards of the Imperial Palace during the 
May Festival. (Later). however. horse 
racing was no longer confined to the 
course at Kamo. but took place in shrine 
compounds, on the estates of the courtiers 
and noblemen. . . . on the broad stretch 
of Second Avenue (in the capital. Kyoto). 
or (was) even improvised at Imperial 
picnics. As races were held on straight 
courses. wide enough for ten horses to 
run abreast. it was even possible to have 
contests on any of the main avenues of 
Kyoto. One sovereign . . . set aside 20 of 
his manors in the province for the breed- 
ing of race horses, and in the capital itself 
ordered the building of lavish stables re- 
quiring an army of grooms and attendants 
to maintain them.” 

In the court races important officials 
raced in pairs. Very elaborate wooden 
saddles for these events, beautifully

lacquered and gilded. may be seen at 
many museums today. The shrine races. 
for as many as 10 horses, were soon taken 
from the control of the nobility by the 
public, and remained popular until shortly 
before the Pacific War. 

English-style racing and Thoroughbreds 
were introduced to Japan by foreigners 
living in Yokohama in 1852. They built 
the first Western-style track, Negishi, 
which is now used as a U. S. Armed Forces 
installation. Later the Arabs used as farm 
horses by the Japanese were raced in 
separate classes. 

In 1877 the Mita Race Club was estab- 
lished with the purpose of improving the 
breeds of horses, and in 1878 the Japan 
Race Club was founded. Fourteen Thor- 
oughbreds brought from Australia in 1895 
constituted the first importations expressly 
for racing purposes. 

Betting had become popular by 1881. 
but it did not win government recognition 
for over 20 years. At that time the Horse 
Racing Law established a corporate

juridical body to control racing, and short- 
ly thereafter 15 such bodies were author- 
ized to sell betting tickets. 

Racing received a severe setback in 1908, 
when betting was banned. The ban was 
gradually lifted, however, for various 
organizations devoted to the improvement 
of the breeds of horses until 1923, when 
all clubs under the jurisdiction of the 
Imperial Horse Racing Association were 
permitted to sell betting tickets. A few 
years later the government levied a 6 per 
cent tax on the pari-mutuels and limited 
the length of any one meeting to 8 days. 

In 1943 all racing was temporarily 
suspended. Special races designed to test 
the quality of the breed were permitted. 
but no betting was allowed. After the 
war the new Horse Racing Law of 1948 
placed all racing under government 
control, and the national government, the 
prefectures, and certain designated cities 
respectively were allowed to operate 
tracks. 

By 1954 operation of the tracks had 
reverted to private hands. under super- 
vision of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Forestry. The local tracks, that is, those 
maintained by the prefectures and_ the 
cities, already had been placed under 
the control of the Livestock Improvement 
Association and the Central Horse Associa- 
tion in 1953, and the Japan Racing As 
sociation, an advisory committee of 20 
members appointed by the Minister, was 
entrusted with the operation of national 
racing. In 1955 the JRA won mutual 
recognition from the English Jockey Club 
in an agreement concerning the enforce: 
ment of sentences imposed on offenders. 

The JRA owns 12 tracks scattered over 
the country, 9 of which are in operation 
now. The newest and finest is at Naka- 
yama, in Tokyo, opened last October. The

grandstand boasts a cantilever roof and 
has no pillars to obstruct the spectators’ 
view of the course. 

All but 2 of the national tracks are 
turf, with integrated steeplechase courses. 
Starting gates and tote boards are not in 
use by the national tracks as yet, but plans 
are in the making for installation of a 
totalizator. 

A day’s program consists of 8 to 1] 
races, of which 2 are usually steeplechases. 
At one track a trotting event is the first 
race of the day. Other races are classed 
for Arabs or Thoroughbreds, 3-year-olds or 
4-year-olds and up. 

The JRA conducts a school for training 
jockeys and for the improvement of racing 
and sanitary conditions. A veterinary 
research laboratory is also maintained by 
the association, and other veterinary re- 


search is carried on at various government 
laboratories. 


Betting is in units of 100 yen, about 28 
cents. Though single bets may be made. 
the most popular is the “1-2 Forecast” 
combination bet. in which 2 horses are 
picked to win and place in the same race. 
as in the quinella. The Daily Triple is 
patterned after our Daily Double, and 
limited to the first 3 races of the day. 
Bookmaking is illegal, but more than half 
the bets made are placed at off-track 
booths established by the JRA. These 
booths receive direct short-wave broadcasts 
from the tracks on a closed circuit main- 
tained by the association. The JRA also 
maintains in Tokyo a service center whic) 
includes a library as well as an official 
off-track betting station. 

Of the betting pools at the nationa' 
tracks. 75 per cent is paid out to the win- 
ners and 15 per cent is used for operatin® 
costs. The remaining 10 per cent goes 
to the government, which devotes 7% per 
cent to the improvement of livestock and 
2% per cent to social welfare. 

Last year approximately 12 billion yen 
(about $33 million) was bet on horses 
in Japan, the average bet being 2,000 yen 
(a little more than $5). Of this, about 
700 million yen ($2 million) was awarded 
as prize money. The average purse, for 
first to fifth money, was 318.690 ven 
($885).

the breeding of horses in Japan is confined 
largely to Hokkaido, the most northern 
island. Shadai Farm, the leading private 
breeding farm in the country. with 29 
broodmares, is there. Shadai also main- 
tains a branch farm in another breeding 
center, Chiba, near Tokyo. on the main 
island, Honshu. Tohoku Farm. in Aomori 
in northern Honshu, is famous as the own- 
er of the late great stallion Tsukitomo, by 
Man o’ War out of Alzada. Tsukitomo. 
which was carried by his dam when she 
was imported from Kentucky, sired the 
winners of the 1948 Nippon Derby. 
Miharu-O, and the 1955 Nippen Derby. 
O-Tokitsu. Yashima Farm, in Hokkaido. 
is the third of the great private farms. 
The government maintains Hidaka Farm 
in Hokkaido as a breeding center.

The number of Thoroughbreds, 
especially when compared to that of Arabs, 
is not large. and for a while, at least, 
imports must be used to help build up the 
stock. Tournesol. brought from England. 
was the leading sire of the 1930’s, and 
his son Kumohata held that distinction 
until his recent death. 

Thoroughbreds are divided into 2 rac- 
ing classes by age. 3-year-olds and 4- 
year-olds and up. As of this writing, the 
leading 3-year-old in Japan is Rhapsody, 
whose earnings total 1.645.000 yen ($4.- 
569). Yodo-Kaze with 1.550.000 yen ($4.- 
319) and Tobi-Queen with 1,340,000 yen 


($3,722) are the runners-up. Dainana- 
Heshu leads the 4-year-old-and-up category 
with total earnings to date of 8,530,000 yen 
($23,694). followed by Final Score with 
7,587,000 yen ($21.075) and Kitano-O with 
6,645,000 yen ($18,458). 


The 2,000,000 yen Nippon Derby, run at 
Tokyo late in May. is the biggest of the 
classic races for 3-year-olds. The Satsuki- 
Sho (the name, meaning May Festival. 
dates from the early races in Kyoto) is 
the Japanese equivalent of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. The 3.000-meter Kikka-Sho 
corresponds io the St. Leger. The only 
horse to have won the Japanese Triple 
Crown was the imported St. Lite, in 1940.

For 4-year-olds and up there are the 
Emperor’s Cups at Tokyo and Kyoto, the 
Nakayama Grand National Steeplechase, 
the NHK Cup, and 5 races sponsored by 
leading Tokyo dailies. 

On the whole. racing in Japan is little 
different from that in the United States, 
Lack of funds has caused delay in pur- 
chasing some new equipment, and farms 
are few because the relatively small 
amount of available land is needed for 
growing food. but there is great interest in 
the sport and in improving the Thorough- 
bred breed. Nakayama, an ultra-modern 
track, is always packed with avid specta- 
tors. Though racing is limited to Satur. 
days, Sundays, and holidays, the annual 
attendance at 6 major tracks reaches a 
total of nearly 1,500,000.
